No post-World Cup blues 


IF Melbourne’s Socceroos were feeling the effects of Australia's shattering World

Cup exit, they certainly weren't showing it last week. 


Just three days after 
the World Cup tie 
against Israel, South 
Melbourne stars Mike 
Petersen, Paul Trim-

If they were suffer- 
ing a let-down or their 
morale was shattered it 
didn't show as each of

OUT of favour 
Heidelberg goal- 
keeper Yakka 
Banovic’s career 
might be over, but 
at the moment he 
doesn’t really care. 
In a rare display of 
temper, Banovic 
vented his frustration 
at the press by nearly 
splitting one of my ear- 
drums when I called 
him at his sports store 


recently. 
Banovic, one of the 
most _—_ respected 


goalkeepers ever pro- 
duced in this country, 
believes he has been a 
victim of bad press as 
much as anything dur- 
ing his recent dispute 
with Heidelberg. 

He said so in no un- 
certain terms, but after 
discussing the situation 
with the former Mel- 
bourne Croatia, Derby 
County and Socceroo 
custodian, he agreed 
to give his side« = 


The 32-year-old says 
he isn’t washed up, but 
that he is so upset over 
the whole situation 
that he is prepared to 
forget about soccer 
and concentrate on his 
family and expanding 
business interests. 


“I'm disappointed 
more than anything 
really because all the 
sort of rubbish you 
ead in th press makes 
you lose interest in 
playing the game,” he 
told me. 

“People write things 
ithout knowing both 
sides of the story. 
There has been no 
contract dispute or 
anything like that with 
the club, nor was I 
asking the $800 per 
week quoted in the 
papers.” 

Banovic was coaxed 
back to Olympic Vil- 
lage after the apparent 
early season pay dis- 

ute only to be given 

is marching orders, 


It seems Banovic 
_ was wanted back again 
by new coach Miron 
Bleiberg but Banovic 
insists that his being 
branded as ‘‘money 
hungry” meant that 
there was no going 
back. 

He says the money 
problems started back 
in pre-season when 
contracts were being 
signed. 

“When we were sig- 
ning the contracts, I 
told the club that I felt 
the team wasn’t good 
enough for the NSL,” 
says Banovic. 

“The contract was 
heavily weighted to- 
wards win bonuses and 
my opinion was that 
they could give me a 
$5,000 per win bonus, 
but it would be no use 
if we didn’t actually 


win. 

“I had nothing 
against the players at 
the club, but it was 
apparent that the team 
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wasn’t good enough 
for the league. 

“I was being realistic 
and I said I'd take less 
for a win and more for 
a draw or a loss and I 
guess that got me off 
on the wrong foot for 
the season. 


“Then the whole 
thing was blown out of 
proportion by the 
press. What it didn’t 
say was that I'd only be 
getting about $60 if we 
lost. 

“All of a sudden, 
I’m money hungry and 
I'm getting people 
even coming into my 
shop asking me why 
I'm after $1,000 a 
week. 

“I'm still interested 
in playing in the NSL, 
but I just don’t need 
that rubbish.” 

So Banovic, who 
once transfered from 
Heidelberg to Eng- 
land’s Derby County 
for $140,000, is out of 
action for what might 
be the final time. 


I felt for poor Jeff 
Olver. 

Clearly seen as the 
scapegoat for the Aus- 
tralian defeat in New 
Zealand, Olver has 
been under more 
pressure during the 
past month than at any 
time in his disting- 
uished career. 


In Wednesday's cup 
tie — and in his first 
appearance for strug- 
gling Heidelberg since 
shifting from Mel- 
bourne Croatia — he 
conceded a goal within 
14 seconds of the kick- 
off. 

Any lesser man 
would have picked up 
his kit and walked off 
in search of the stiffest 
drink he could find. 

Olver showed his 
class by coming back 
and ending the game 
as one of Heidelberg’s 
best. 
South Melbourne's 
Socceroo trio, as did 
the whole team, play- 
ed in fits and starts. 

But Petersen, Trim- 
boli and Wade all con- 
tributed enough over 
the 90 minutes to show 
their true character. 

Wade, at times, 
looked, quite frankly, 
completely exhausted. 

Hardly surprising, 
considering his bust- 
ling never-say-die 
style. 

“I'm very tried,” he 
admitted after the 
game. 

Although sporting 

typical Paul Wade 
grin, the midfielder 
looked gaunt and worn

out after beating 
Heidelberg. 
“It's not bad to 
come back to club 
s with Hellas,” he 
Sier reflecting on the 
43,000-strong Sydney 
World Cup crowd. 

“We've got good 
supporters who get be- 
hind the team. They 
lift your spirits and 
make you feel like 
you're welcome back.” 

Wade said he was 
“mentally tired” after 
the recent World Cup 
campaign, but has no 
intention of relinquis- 
ing his hold on a green 
and gold shirt. 

“They'll have to 
kick me out if they 
want to get rid of me,” 
he said. 

“If someone wants 
my spot they'll have to 
fight for it.” 

Petersen was South 
Melbourne's best per- 
formed Socceroo last 
Wednesday night as he 
showed his class and 
polish in patches. 

But Petersen 
seemed to be taking 
the World Cup defeat 
three days before 
much harder than the 
others. 

As Hellas players 
celebrated their win, 
Petersen hardly raised 
a smile as he stood in 
solitude in one corner 
of the dressing room. 

“Tt was an opportun- 
ity wasted,” he told 
me, head bowed. 

“People expected us 
to do well and we let 
them down. We were 
building up a solid 
foundation and the 
Socceroos were getting 
a high profile and 
attention. 

“Now I wonder how 
long it will take to get 
that back.” 


Petersen said the re- 
turn to club level 
posed few problems 
for him after the 
World Cup exit, 
“You try to be as’ 
professional as you 
can,” he said simply. 

As for his national 
team berth, Petersen 
‘was most definite. 

“Of course, I'll have 
another go — there's 
no way I'd want to 
leave on that not 

As for Trimboli, T 
think he’s already tir- 
ing of the mantle as 
one of the leaders of 
the new brigade of 
Socceroos. 

One moment of be- 
guiling Trimboli skill 
had set up a South 
Melbourne goal during 
the game to show he 
had few ill-effects from 
Sunday's match, 

But he, too, was in a 
reflective mood and 
couldn't fully share in 
his team-mates’ joy. 

So for Olver, Trim-

Big Mitch’s battle at Gi 
Chelsea F 


AUSTRALIAN Socceroo striker David 
Mitchell left Sydney last week to return 
to the hard slog of English football, 
following his country’s elimination from 


the World Cup. 


His club Chelsea has 
now been assured of 
promotion back into 
the English First Divi- 
sion next season. 

Chelsea manager 
Bobby Campbell 
thought so much of 
‘Big Mitch’ that he 
forked out a $400,000 
transfer fee to Dutch 
side Feyenoord to 
snare the Scottish-born 
Australian striker. 

But after appearing 
for Australia in the last 
two World Cup cam- 
paigns, Mitchell now 
faces the toughest 
battle of his footballing 
career to break back 
into Chelsea's first 
team. 

So far he has made 
six appearances in the 
first team at Stamford 
Bridge, but right now 
cannot secure a perma- 
nent spot. 

The main reason for 
this is that Chelsea’s 
three regular strikers 
are all internationals. 

Kerry Dixon, Gor- 
don Durie and Kevin 
Wilson respectively 
represent England, 
Scotland and Northern 
Treland. 


The dynamic vixon 
especially is running 
hot, having scored 19 
goals to date. 

Born in Glasgow 26 
years ago, Mitchell mi- 
grated to Adelaide 
with his parents, to the 
land which he would 
one day represent in 
Soccer. 

On October 3 
1981 he pulled on his 
first Australian shirt 
when he played in the 
World Youth Champ- 
ionships against the 
then current World 
champions, Argentina. 

Australia, mainly 
due to Mitchell’s 
heroic ‘deeds in attack, 
shattered the world by 
defeating Argentina 
2-1 at the Sydney 
Sports Ground. 

Within weeks after 
the championships had 
ended, the tall striker 
slung a pair of boots 
over his shoulder and

Hillsborough tragedy — 
agony upon agony 


THE events at the Hillsborough ground 
in Sheffield were so horrific that it is 
almost impossible to assess them accur- 
ately and objectively so soon after the 
event. 


Words, at least in 
the hands-of a mere 
soccer writer, cannot 
express the range and 
depth of emotions 
which everyone con- 
nected with football in 
England is feeling at 
this moment. 

Nevertheless, it

That inevitably re- 
sulted in many Liver- 
pool fans being denied 
tickets totally unneces- 
sarily, and the pre- 
sence of many fans 
without tickets may 
have been a major 
contributory factor. 

The police decision 
to open gates to allow 
some of these fans into 
an already full enclo- 
sure should be sub- 
jected to the closest 
scrutiny. 

These are some of 
the areas on which the 
inquiry will no doubt 
concentrate. 

Hillsborough is one 
of England’s largest 
club grounds, holding 
cover 50,000 people. 

It has staged FA 
Cup semi-finals for de- 
cades, and is in some 
respects perhaps the 


jnost suitable ground 
in the country to do so. 

It is in the nature of 
these things that they 
occur at the most un- 
expected times and 
places. 

For Liverpool, the 
club and the city, this 
is an appalling blow, 
with the scars left by 
Heysel still to heal 
fully. 

Ironically, just days 
prior to Hillsborough, 
the ban on English 
clubs playing in 
Europe, imposed after 
Heysel, had been con- 
ditionally lifted. 

Now that is bound to 
be in the balance 
again, even though this 
latest carnage had no 
discernible link with 
hooliganism whatever. 

‘The inquests and the 
mourning are already 
underway. Once 
again, the whole of 
English soccer will be 
under a huge cloud. 
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100 deaths cannot be 
wished away. 

Perhaps the most 
frightening thing is 
that there is no guaran- 
tee that the lessons will 
be learnt any more 
effectively this time. 

Obsessed by poten- 
tial violence caused by 
fans, the authorities 
may again dismiss the 
possibility that ‘anti- 
hooligan’ measures 
may actually increase 
the risk of injury and 
death to law-abiding 
fans, to a wholly un- 
acceptable degree. 


If anything positive 
at all can be taken 
away from this terrible 
weekend, it must be 
the determination of 
the fans themselves to 
join together to resist 
such measures, for 
their own safety. 


Economic circumst- 
ances may mean that 
there are limitations, 
but the British public 
must insist that the 
safety of the fans is pa- 
ramount. 


But for the moment 
all we can do-is grieve, 
and save our anger un- 
til it can be used 
against the people, the 
institutions and the 
shoddy practices which 
have perpetrated such 
an awful crime. 

[Countries which 
have made the highest 
economic progress 
such as the United 
States, Japan and 
Canada, possess spec- 
tator sports facilities 
with more than adequ- 
ate seating. 

Grounds which are 
terraced, have crush 
barriers and cages 
around the pitches will 
remain with a potential 
for disaster.
